1. YANDOKA HAS RETURNED TO EMBASSY AND REQUESTED ASYLUM

WE TOLD HIM THAT SOVIETS, IN ANY CASE, 
DID NOT SEEM TO WANT TO ARREST HIM, SINCE THEY HAD HAD AMPLE

3. IN VIEW YANDOKA'S STATEMENT THAT HIS APARTMENT WAS BEING
